COAST STRENGTHENED 


The enemy, however, had been 
strengthening the French coast gen 
erally because of the avowed ag- 
gressive policy of the United Na- 
tions, and had recently brought ad- 
ditional troops and guns into the 
Dieppe area. The Germans on the 
coast were in what might be called 
“a state of general alert.” 

Dieppe, said the statement, has a 
harbor to the south and east of 
the town. There are beaches in 
front of the town but to the west 
and east are headlands fronting in 
cliffs where landings are not pos- 
sible. A mile and a half to the east 
is a suitable landing beach at Pour- 
ville and a mile to the west another 
at Puits.

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Our Busy Airport 


That Edmonton’s airport needs en- 
largement is hardly news to anyone who 
is at all aware of the traffic now handled 
there and the certainty of rapid increase 
in the number of planes which must be 
accommodated. 

Long ago the airport ceased to be 
only, or even mainly, a commercial ter- 
minal. To the steadily growing volume of 
civilian traffic has been added the hous- 
ing and servicing of training planes, mili- 
tary planes in transit, and transports. 

These war requirements are outside 
the city’s control, and do not involve civic 
expense. Extensions and improvements 
made to the field on this account add to 
the permanent value and usefulness of the 
port, without cost to the city taxpayers. 

Council, it is to be assumed, will facili- 
tate any needed enlargements and other 
changes necessary, more or less as a mat- 
ter of course. Aviation has come to stay 
and to develop, and Edmonton is beyond 
all doubt better situated than any other 
point in Canada to benefit thereby. ‘I'o 
neglect any opportunity to fit the-port for 
the busy future in prospect would be 
short-sighted policy.

Naming the Boat 


Choosing a name for a warship, even 
for one of the little ships which Canada 
is turning out with such gratifying regu- 
larity and such unfortunate results for 
the enemy, may not be an event of great 
wartime importance. But there is no 
doubt about the interest Edmonton peo- 
ple are taking in the invitation to select a 
name fcr one of the vessels now nearing 
compiet.on, 

Ordinarily the problem would be easy, 
for the name of the city would be in every 
way fitting. But unfortunately Ed- 
mundston, N.B., has already gained the 
honor of bestowing its name on one of 
the naval craft, and the authorities say 
the names of the two places are too simi- 
lar to make “Edmonton” suitable for an- 
other one. 

Council has put the conundrum up to 
the citizens at large, and they are re- 
sponding with suggestions numerous, 
varied, and in some cases ingenious. Some 
city officials think Edmundston, N. B., 
might withdraw its claim to distine- 
tion and leave the way open for Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, but there are reasons in 
human nature to doubt that will happen. 

Among the names suggested is that of 
Hon, Frank Oliver, pioneer, newspaper- 
man and statesman. Unless names of 
persons are barred, this would be a grace- 
ful way to publicly honor an Old-Timer 
whose memory is still fresh nad whose 
part in the making of Edmonton is well 
known, Certainly no one did more to 
make the name of Edmonton a household 
word throughout Canada.

What Didn’t Happen 


It is easy to understand that disap- 
pointment exists in Moscow because the 
other Allies have not established a second 
front somewhere in Europe in order to 
compel Hitler to draw masses of troops 
from the east. The Russians have been 
fighting a terrific battle against our ene- 
mies. They were promised all the support 
that could be given them, and that this 
would be given as quickly as possible. No 
informed quarter has said that a second 
front this year was pledged. But as this 
would most quickly and effectively ease 
the pressure upon them, it is natural that 
the assumption should be widely made in 
Russia that the promised assistance would 
take this form. 

Jndoubtedly a strain has been put 
upon the cordial relations which have ex- 
isted between Russia and its western 
Allies. The Russians cannot understand 
our position as well as we can understand 
theirs. Their need of help is apparent to 
friend and foe alike. But the limitations 
which the democratic countries have to 
overcome before they can give this help 
cannot be so obvious to the hard-pressed 
army and people of Russia, 

There is only one reason why a second 
front has not been set up on the contin- 
ent. The Allies have not had the men and 
equipment—and in particular they have 
not had the ships to transport troops and 
supplies and maintain a continental army 
of the size that would be required. This is 
dishearteningly clear to people in Canada 
and Britain and the United States, but 
cannot be equally plain to even well-in- 
formed Russians, 

For twenty years before the outbreak 
of the war the democratic nations had set 
their faces resolutely toward the ideals 
of peace. They believed—with confidence 
they can now see to have been credulity— 
that war could be indefinitely stayed, if 
not permanently avoided. They disband- 
ed their armies and progressively reduced 
their armament. But during these same 
years, or most of them, Germany and 
Italy and Japan and Russia were expect- 
ing war, and preparing for it. 

The democratie Allies have now to 
make up the time they lost, in training 
and equipping armies to meet the ready- 
made forces of the Axis; while for more 
than a year they have had to send ever- 
increasing supplies of munitions to Rus- 
sia. Forced to fight on every continent 


and every sea, it 1s not strange that they 
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have not been able to muster the strength 
to duplicate on Germany’s western front 
the massing of men and machines which 


alone enabled the Russians to make a 
stand against the super-armed Nazi 
hordes. 


Disappointed as our eastern Ally may 
naturally be at the delay, worse might 
have happened. It would have happened 
had the democracies undertaken a prema- 
ture offensive on the continent and met 
with another and a larger Dunkirk. 

That would have been a paralyzing dis- 
aster, not only to Russia's Allies but to 
Russia. The unprepared western Allies 
have avoided thus committing suicide; 
and by avoiding it they have developed 
strength which when it is applied will not 
only relieve the pressure on the eastern 
front but will smash the Axis conspiracy 
to pieces,

The epic of Malta is known to all 
the world, Last April more than 
600 aircraft, mostly German, came 
in endless waves to subdue this 
island fortress which had only two 
or three airfields. 

At one time the defence was re- 
duced to a dozen fighters. Since 
then hundreds of aircraft have re- 
inforced Malta, including those de- 
livered by the American aircraft 
carrier Wasp. 


Casualties 


The total csaualties inflicted on 
the Axis military forces alone were 
at least 550,000. This greatly ex- 
ceeds the total of British military 
casualties on all fronts. 

The number of Axis prisoners 
in British hands is in excess of 
British soldiers captured. 

To fight on all these fronts has 
meant colossal demands on ship- 
ping space. Many millions of tons 
were needed to transport men and 
supplies in the last two years from 
Britain the British Empire and the 
United States. 

Here are the transport figures; 
950,000 men, 4,500 tanks, 6,000 air- 
craft, nearly 5,000 pieces of artil- 
lery, 50,000 machine guns and more 
‘than 100,000 mechanical vehicles.

This question was put to many 
of the delegates and the answers 
boiled down to this: There were 
two reasons, both of them compell- 
ing reasons.

The conference was not concern- 
ed with leadership Even in the 
corridors and dormitories there | 
was little gossip about a future 
leader.

The delegates came to 
Port Hope to seek the affswer to 
the fundamental question—has the 
Conservative Party a mission? Does 
it deserve to live?

If the answer was affirmative, the 
delegates felt confident that lead- 
ership would look after itself.

LONDON, Sept. 18- 
—John R. Nixon, special 
correspondent for Reuters 
News Agency, who witnessed 
the British combined force 
attack on Tobruk Sunday 
night, wrote yesterday that 
‘just a few hundred” British 
soldiers went ashore to grap- 
ple with a mixed garrison of 
“some thousands” of Italians 
and Germans. 

The aim of the landing, Nixon 
said, was “to destroy shore in- 
stellations and ammunition dumps 
and thus inflict serious damage 
on this all-important Axis supply 
base.” 

Nixon said that ill-luck “delayed 
the entire landing by nearly a half- 
hour and probably had an import- 
ant effect on the operation.” 

“At the last moment,” he wrote, 
“a hook used in handling a land- 
ing craft came adrift and it took 
a considerable time to repair it. 
Then one of the tow-lines parted 
just as the boats were leaving and 
the party had to wait until this had 
been remedied.” 


DESCRIBES ATTACK 

His description of the attack con- 
tinued: 

“Royal Marines and other units 
took part in the raid with the co- 
operation of Royal Naval per- 
sennel who were in charge of the 
landing craft. ...

Labor Splits | 


Over Pian For. 
158-Hour Week

OTTAWA, Sept. 18—(CP)— 
Delegates to the annual conven- 
tion of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor yesterday expressed gen- 
eral support of all-out war pro- 
duction but disagreed on a reso- 
lution calling for a  168-hour 
week of continuous plant opera- 
tion with six days’ continuous 
work for workers. 


Objections 


to the resolution, 
was still under discussion 
when the convention adjourned | 
until Friday, came from Vancou-| 
ver shipyard workers, who oppos- 
ed the continuous operation plan 


| introduced by the government and 


endorsed the majority report of a 


recent royal commission | 


MINORITY SUPPORT | 


A minority of the west coast 
shipyard workers, headed by E. E. | 
O'Leary, president of the Vancou-| 
ver Labor Council, supported the | 
168-hour week and argued that op-| 
position was largely due to the 
method adopted by the govern- 
ment in introducing it. 


The convention endorsed a reso-! 
lution calling on its affiliated! 
locals to study the program of the! 
C.C.F, and supported unanimously | 
a resolution urging the immediate | 
opening of a second front. A num- 
ber of other resolutions also re-| 
ceived approval, 

The resolution favoring a | 
168-hour week in vital war plants 
suggested consuitation of the 
workers “to avoid the mistakes 
made in British Columbia” and 
Protection of the workers’ over- | 
time rights. 

Representatives of the Vancouver | 
Boilermakers’ Union moved that 
the resolution be sent back to the 
resolution’ committee which had 
recommended concurrence. | 

A. A. McAuslane, a member of 
the shipyard commission who pre- 
sented a minority report opposing 
the continuous operation plan, | 
spoke against the resolution. Inter- | 
ests of Canada for efficient produc- 
tion would be best served under the 
basic agreement in the yards, he 
said, 


PLAN IMPOSSIBLE 

It was practically impossible to 
introduce the plan in the yards 
which had grown from small repair 
yards. In the United States the 
continuous operation plan had been | 
introduced in a spirit of democratic | 
co-operation but even there was not | 
yet in full operation. The scarcity 
of workers in Canada was a serious 
handicap to the plan. 

“Shipbuilding is not confined to | 
British Columbia,” he said. “If the 
government is sincere I cannot see 
why they are not prepared to sit 
down and discuss this with the 
unions as a national problem.”

RESERVES LANDED 


About one honr after the first

In consequence che Fusiliers Mont- 
Royal, commanded by Lt. Col. D. 
Menard ‘of Montreal), were or-| 
to land and to establish 
themselves on the beach and on 
the edge of the ‘own of Dieppe 
The Royal Hamilton Light in- 
fantry, attacking with great dash, 


brought to bear from the houses 
facing the Esplanade and beach, 
were obstacles to further progress. 

Nevertheless, small parties of | 
various units fought their way into 
the town and penetrated for some 
distance at a number of points. 

On the eastern section of the 
beach in front of the town the 
advance of the Essex Scottish was 
hindered by the enemy's heavy 
wire obstacles which were cov- 
ered by extremely heavy fire. 
The men of this unit, advancing 
with great courage to close with 
the enemy, were. exposed to 
heavy fire from enemy mortars 
and suffered very numerous 
casualties, 

Withdrawal following a raid of} 
this sort is always a most difficult 
and dangerous operation; and in 
this instance it was especially so 
as the enemy had succeeded in 
bringing into action a number of 
mobile batteries, mortars and addi- 
tional infantry. 

Although this enabled him to or- 
ganize very heavy fire on both the 
beaches and the sea approaches, 
and the ships and craft lying off 
Dieppe, in spite of excellent fighter 
cover, suffered sporadic attacks by 
dive-bombers, the navy most gal- 
lantly went into the beaches again 
and again to take off the troops, 
and officers and other ranks of the} 
military force ashore performed | 
many acts of gallantry in carrying 
weunded men to the landing craft. 


DESTROYER SUPPORT 


During this phase. destroyers 
closed the beaches almost to the 
point of grounding, in order to sup- 
port the re-embarkation by fire and | 
to pick up survivors 

The expedition returned to 
England under an umbrella of | 
air force fighter cover which pre- 
vented any serious interference 
by enemy aircraft. 

In England, dispersal -arrange- 
ments were most efficiently organ- 
ized by the Canadian headquarters | 
concerned, and all ‘returning 
officers and men were given hot 
food on arrival. The wounded were 
immediately dispatched to hospital | 
and the remainder were returned | 
to their unit areas 


NAVAL, AIR SUPPORT 
AND PROTECTION 

The splendid assistance given by | 
the Royal Navy has already been| 
referred to. No terms could be too 
warm to describe it. There are on 
file statements by many members 
of the Canadian military forces, 
from private soldiers upwards, 
which testify to their deep under- 
standing and most grateful appre- 
elation of the manner in which the 
naval forces ran all risks to assist 
the troops 

Air cover and bombing were like- 
wise magnificent, and drew equally 
warm tributes from the troops and 
from the navy. 

Throughout the operation, both | 
the air force and the navy provided | 
smoke screens ai the times and) 
places where they were required 
which greatly reduced casualties to 
ships and personnel 

The distinguished part played 
in these operations by both Cana- | 
dian sailors and Canadian airmen 
has excited the warmest appre- 
ciation on the part of the Cana- | 
dian army. Considerable num- 
bers of Canadian naval officers 
and ratings were engaged on 
board of the naval vessels; one | 
flotilla of landing craft was al- 
most entirely manned by Cana- 
dian naval personnel, 

Numerous cases of gallantry on/ 
the part of such personnel were 
recorded. At one point, light craft 
ventured into extremely heavy fire 
to rescue men of the Royal Regi-| 
ment of Canada, who were clinging | 
to the bottom of an overturned | 
landing craft close to the shore. | 

Of these rescue craft, | 


one was) 
commanded by a Canadian officer, ; 
and in another a Canadian rating 
and an English rating sacrificed 
their lives to save these soldiers,

CONDUCT OF THE TROOPS 


Throughout this operation the 
conduct of all ranks of the Cana- 
dian military forces engaged, and 
their determination to capture 
their objectives at whatever cost, 
were beyond all praise. 

Although they came under the 
heaviest forms of artillery, mortar 
and machine. gun fire, and con- 
fronted situations comparable to 
the most dangerous tasks assigned 
to troops in the last war, there was 
not the slightest hesitation, and all 
ranks evinced the keenest desire 
to come to grips with the enemy. 

Literally hundreds of docu- 
ments relating to this hazardous 


operation now have. been 
examined. In not one of these is 
there the slightest suggestion 


that so much as one man of the 
Canadian army failed in his duty. 

Where all were brave, it is diffi- 
cult and perhaps insidious to quote 
individual cases of gallantry, but 
two such instances are mentioned 
here merely as examples of the 
manner in which Canadian officers 
and men maintained the traditions 
of the Canadian army and the 
honor of their country. 


CLEANED OUT FOE 


Lt.-Col. C. C. I. Merritt of the 
South Saskatchewan Regiment 
acted with most distinguished gal- 
lantry throughout the operation. 
When his battalion was held up by 
very hot fire at a bridge on which 
many men had fallen, Col. Merritt 
walked back and forth across the 
bridge, waving his helmet and 
calling “see, there is no danger 
here.” He then led his men across 
and cleared the commanding 
enemy positions on the other side. 

After many acts of bravery dur- 
ing the day, including leading de- 
tachments against strongly de- 
fended road blocks, personally dis- 
posing of a sniper, and organizing 
and leading parties for the destruc- 
tion of enemy machine gun posts 
which were hi: -assing his men, this 


}most gallant officer was last seen 


collecting automatic weapons and 
organizing a defensive position to 
eover the withdrawal of the last 
parties of his unit from the beach. 
Lance Sergeant G. E. Hickson 
of the 7th Field Company, Royal 
Canadian Engineers, was as- 
signed to a demolition task in 
the to’. and landed with the 
Royal Hamilton Light Infantry. 
As fire was too heavy to move 
directly to his objective, he at- 
tached himself to an_ infantry 
platoon, and when this platoon’s 
officer and senior N.C,O.’s were 
put out of action, took command 
and led them to the Casino. 
Here he used an_ explosive 
charge to enter through the walls 
and reached a large concrete gun 
emplacement. He blew in the steel 
door ot the emplacement with an- 
other charge, killing the gun crew, 
and subsequently destroyed the 
six-inch naval gun in the emplace- 
ment as well as two machine guns. 
He then reorganized the remain- 
ing mer. of the platoon and in the 
face of heavy enemy opposition led 
them into the town as far as the 
Church of St. Remy. Only when 
he found his party alone and un- 
supported did he withdraw it to the 
Casino Subsequently he was 
among the last men to be evacuated 
from the beach 
Such deeds as these will long be 
remembered, 


RESULTS OF THE 
OPERATION 


It has already been made clear 
that comparatively little can be 


| said at present concerning the re- 


sults of the raid. The operation is 


| still being most carefully studied 


with a view to extracting from it 
every possible lesson which may 
assist us in future operations and 
the value of the experience gained 
at Dieppe will appear only in the 
future course of the war. is 

The present time, no public 
analysis of the lessons learned 
is possible without giving assist- 
ance to the enemy. Certain 
points of importance can, how- 
ever, be made here. 

A large naval force crossed the 
channel and  approgched the 
French coast. Protected by power- 
ful air support, it remained off that 
coast for many nours, with the loss 
of but one destroyer and a number 
of smal! ianding craft. This was a 


leppe defencesjrons of the R.C.A.F. attached to significant achievement, 


Although Dieppe was’ a_ very 
strong place, military forces were 
landed on the enemy-occupled 
beaches, and heavy tanks in large 
numbers were transpoted across 


the channel and_ successfully 
landed. The importance of this has 
already been referred to 

It can be stated that the organ- 
ization of combined command 
worked out in such detajl in ad- 
vance of the operation functioned 
most admirably. The threé services 
worked together in perfect co- 
operation, and in this respect the 
result of the operation has been 
to afford complete confidence in 
the effective co-ordination of the 
efforts of the services in Jarge com- 
bined operations. 

A special point concerning the 


air aspect of the operations may be| 


made 

This extensive raid compelled 
the enemy to concentrate air 
squadrons from many distant 
points and to commit a large 
force to action. Even night fight- 
ers, night bombers and training 
squadrons were thrown into the 
fight. 

This gave the R.AF. a valuable

The history of similar operations in 
}the past serves to indicate that 
| heavy losses are to be expected in 
amphibious cperations of this type 
directed against a fortified coast- 
line held by a determined and 
alert enemy. 

At Dieppe the losses suffered 
were probably due in part to the | 
misfortune of the chance en- | 
counter with tke escoried Ger- | 
man tanker, Such small circum- | 
stances are often important in 
| operations of this kind. 
| The Canadian military units en- 
gaged in the Dieppe operation 
gained combat experience which 
| will be of great value to them in 
future operations. The troops have 


added confidence in themselves 
and, in particular, in the leadership 
of their officers and N.C.O.’s, which 
from start to finish was of the very 
highest order.

All ranks of the units concerned, 
and especially those which have 
suffered most heavily, are anxious 
for another opportunity of contact 
with the enemy which will enable 
them to @xact from him a furthe:

Red Deer. 

‘BRIGADIER’S LETTER 

Following is Brig. Wyman’s letter | 
to Premier Aberhart: 

“On 19th August, 1942, Alberta 
men, mainly as members of the 
14th Canadian Army Tank Regi- 
ment (the Calgary Regiment) took 
part in a combined operations raid 
on the coast of Occupied France at 
Dieppe. Some remained behind as 
prisoners of war; many were left 
on the beaches and at their posts in 
their tanks, dead. 

“1 desire, as commander of the 
Ist Canadian Army Tank Brigade 
and as a citizen of Alberta, to pay 
tribute through you, sir, to these 
men of such high courage ana re- 
source. The regrettable list of 
casualties and missing tells the 
| story of their dauntless devotion 
to duty in the face of the enemy. 

“The heroic part played by these 
men of Alberta in the epic assault 
on Dieppe adds a historic chapter 
to the already valourous annals 
}of the Canadian Army of the last 
war, It is through such actions that 
will finally come to the Allied

| HEAVIEST FIRE 

“May I be permitted to quote! 
| from the remarks of the G.O.C,, 2nd 
Canadian Division, who was in| 
charge of the operations: “The con- 
| duct of all ranks and their deter-! 
mination to capture their objectives 
was beyond praise. They came un- 
der the heaviest form of shell and 
machine gun fire, There was no: 
hesitation on the part of anyone 
to get to grips with the enemy.’ 
| “That statement, sir, expresses in 
ja few words the feelings of us all 
{here to these men who went to| 
| Dieppe, some not to return.” 
Premier Aberhart’s letter in re- 
ply follows 

“Your letter of Setpember 3 is be-! 
fore me and I was delighted to re- 
ceive it. 

“| have always had a high re- 
gard for the heroic and brave 
qualities of our Canadian boys, 
and your letter emphasizes the 
matter to me, and gave me great 
hope for the ultimate result of 
this war, 
| “I would like you to convey to as 
}many of the Alberta men as you, 
‘can my congratulations on their | 
| splendid work. We, who are carry-| 
|ing on at home, feel very proud of 
their magnificent work. We are sor-

You stare across no-man’s-land 
at Rommel’s outposts and count his 
armor rumbling to new _ havens 
from the dusty north-south track 
and try to keep tab on the whirling 
dogfights in the bleached blue sky 
STUKAS DESERT 

Weary and licking their 
after their assault on British war- 
ships at Tobruk early in the week, 
the Nazi Stukas have temporarily 
deserted the battlegrounds bearing 
their nickname. But the skies are 
over-run with Messerschmitts, Hur- 
ricanes, Spitfires—one confusion of 
blazing fights high over sands lit- 
tered during three months with the 
blackened wrecks of tanks and air- 
craft while changing hands a half 
dozen times. | 

An armored convoy of more 
than 100 vehicles has scuttled into 
a wide dispersal as “Hurricanes” 
lay explosives with uncanny pre- 
cision and .fight off Messer- 
schmitts at the same time. 

Spitfires swooping down from the 
top cover make the Nazi pilots ‘n 
turn very unhappy. 

Out of range of the British 25-

in the Solomon or Aleutian islands. 

As the submarine communique 
| was announced, there was no new 
| word on conditions in either of 
| those two areas to add to last night's 
report that heavy aerial blows had 
| been dealt the enemy in the Aleu- 
|tians and that marines were still 
holding their Solomon positions 
after strong enemy efforts to dis- 
| lodge them. 

The last previous report on 
submarine activities was issued 
| Sept. 3, but there was nothing to 
| show whether the successes dis- 
closed yesterday had been accom- 
plished since that time or dated 
back even further.

in Canada that has not increased 
its public debt during the past 
six years, the only province that 
has lived within its income and 
the only one that has made any 
steps toward reducing the public 
debt. 

“In 1905 Alberia began as a 
province without debt. In 1935 the 
public debt was over $157,926,000, 
with interest of around $7,600,000 
annually. Fifty cents of every dol- 
lar that was paid by the taxpayer 
went to pay interest on bonds.

“It is frequently said that ‘a 
sound mind in a sound body is the 
nation’s greatest asset, and un- 
doubtedly the provision of mental 
and physical health is the ideal for 
which every well-couducted de- 
partment of health would strive. 
Development toward state medicine 
has been launched by this govern- 
ment which has already taken over 
the responsibility of caring for tu- 
bercular persons and treatment and 
training of victims of infantile par- 
alysis in the province. 

“In 1936 when the Tuberculosis 
Act was passed there were 210 
beds in the province for tubercu- 
lar patients. This has been in- 
creased to 399. Forty-two cases of 
infantile paralysis have received 
rehabilitation assistance under 
the Poliomyelitis Act passed in 
1938. 

“Alberta is the only province in 
Canada where such provision hag 
been made for those suffering 
after-effects of poliomyelitis and 
many have been fitted to take their

MASS PURCHASING 

“More than 4,000 rural schools, 
many of them small, struggling 
districts, have been united in 46 
large divisions, each under a quali- 
fied superintendent. Mass _ pur- 
chasing of school books and sup- 
plies has resulted in quite a sav- 
ing of money; costs of education 
have been equalized, the teaching 
profession has been put on a recog- 
nized basis like other professions; 
written examinations have been re- 
duced to a minimum; schools are 
kept open more days and teachers’ 
salaries paid promptly. Better serv- 
ices are given and school condi- 
tions improved 

“Under this system, the depart- 
ment of edueation is striving to 
give every boy and girl, whether 
in country or town or city, an op- 
portunity to receive the type of 
education that he needs for his life 
work 

“In one of Maj. Buchanan's 
talks last week he was laboring 
on the question of education and 
was bemoaning the inequalities 
that exist betWeen city and rural, 
village and town schools and told 
of rural students being in at- 
tendance in high schools in &d- 
monton. Certainly they are here. 
The divisions are paying their 
tuition, while they are building 
up facilities to take care of those 
coming into high school later on, 
‘If the Liberal government, 
which, aecording to him, was so 
praiseworthy, had instituted large 
divisions during their regime and 
carried on an administration free 
of borrowing, the money the tax- 
payers paid for interest on bonds 
to outside corporations would have 
provided these facilities by this 
time.

“In 1935 we found every depart- 
ment and branch doing its owa 
buying, haphazardly, in small 
quantities, and often in direct com- 
petition on the market with other 
departments. This system is the 
old line party politician's paradise. 
Its weakffesses have been perfectly 
apparent for many years, but no 
government previous to this one 
has had the inciination to change 
to a better system. I am sure every- 
one must admit that the change was 
long overdue when the present 
government introduced the central- 
ized, orderly, and honest system in 
all its purchasing 
“The report of the Purchasing 


Agency for the twelve months 
ending December 3ist, 1941, 
shows that gross savings of $162,-

chasing Agency does all the gov- 
ernment buying on a cost of 4 to 
1%, one of che very lowest costs 
1 can find anywhere in the world, 
and in addition to that and the 

vast savings to which | have al- | 
ready reterred, it operates in 
such a way as to prevent graft and 
dishonesty from rearing their 
ugly heads in government af- 
fairs. 

“Let us examine briefly another 
side to financial administration. It | 
is a common fault of democratic 
government everywhere to be some- | 
what slow in getting things done 

This government set out at once to | 
improve its service to the people, 
and while we have not yet achieved 
all the improvement which we set 
out to make, we have certainly 
made ri#l progress in expediting 
the business of our province. I have 
time here to cite just one example 
When we took office in 1935 we 
founds grants to schools in many | 
cases more than a year delayed in| 
payment.

“Tn all fairness a good percentage 
of the interest paid on our debt, the 


policies, and the profits frome the 
sale of such policies, should be in- 
vested here in Alberta for the de- 


resources. An examination of the 
facts will reveal that the companies 
operating insurance businesses in 
our provinces have not in the past 
invested a fair portion of their 
profits and premium income in Al- 
berta. 


INSURANCE POLICY

Category “AA” will permit the 
purchase between Oct. 1 and 
March 31, 1943, of 16 units for cars| 
in class one-—the lighter types: 18) 
units for class 2—the medium size; 
and 20 units for class 3—the larger | 
types. , 

The gasoline unit is three gal- 
lons in the Maritimes, four in Que- 
bec, Ontario and British Columbia 
and five on the Prairies. 

In the present category “A”, a 
driver is entitled to 60 units a year | 
and in the six months from Oct. 1] 
to March 31 could get 30 units, al- 
most double the “AA” allowance. 
In category “A” the driver with a 
class 2 car may receive 34 units 
every six months and in class 3 
38 units. 

Everyone who depends on fuel 
oil for heating this winter will do 
so at his own risk since the sup- 
ply of this fuel is more precari- 
ous than it was in the summer, 
said Mr. Howe, adding:

“The reason is in part the neces- 
sity of moving gasoline and oil| 
products to Montreal, and other 
parts of eastern Canada, where the| 
oil refineries are largely dependent 
upon ocean transportation. The)

ance had been placed, was of little | 
benefit, because of the difficulty | 
of getting ocean-going tankers into 
Portland.” 


STOCKS DEPLETED 


In British Columbia the position | 
had become serious as far back as} 
last March when total stocks of) 
petroleum were down to 414 per 
cent. Although there had been 
some recovery due to tanker as- 
sistance from the United States, 
oil stocks in British Columbia onj| 
July 1 were 4,000,000 gallons below 
the stocks of a year before.

We were 
so hard-pressed that we had to 
use every available tank car to 
haul fuel oil from Sarnia and 
Montreal to Halifax, in order to 
keep our Navy and the convoys 
operating.”
